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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's Amendment and Remarks, filed 5/06/04, are 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 10, 11, and 15-22 are pending and under examination. 
Claims 10, 11, and 15-18 were previously allowed. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable 
any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same 
and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 19-22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as the specification does not contain a written 
description of the claimed invention, in that the disclosure does 
not reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor (s) had possession of the claimed invention at the time 
the application was filed. This is a new matter rejection. 

The specification and the claims as originally filed do not 
provide support for the invention as now claimed, specifically: 

A) The limitations of Claim 19, "An isolated or recombinant 
nucleic acid sequence which encodes an antigenic polypeptide of 
at least 10 contiguous residues of the amino acid sequence of SEQ 
ID NO: 2," are not supported by the specification or claims as 
filed. 

Applicant's arguments, filed 5/06/04, have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that 
support for the limitations can be found at pages 4, 7, 11, 12, 
18, 24, 27, or 29 of Applicant's published PCT application or the 
instant specification (the page numbering of the instant 
specification is somewhat confusing as the pages are numbered at 
both the top and the bottom and the numbers are different) . 
Regardless, no support for the polynucleotide fragments of the 
instant claims has been found in the instant specification. 
Applicant is advised that disclosures of antigenic polypeptide 
fragments are not sufficient support for the polynucleotide 
fragments of the instant claims. 



5. Claims 10, 11, and 15-18 are allowed.
